MOSCOW, JULY 27.—‘When 
you have succeeded in your com- 
munist revolution, which I feel 
confident you will,” George Ber- 
nard Shaw, noted British play- 
wright said in his first speech in 
Soviet Russia last night, “‘the oth- 
er countries will follow you fast.” 

Shaw, who came here last week 
to spend a vacation, was speaking 
in reply to a series of welcoming . 
addresses for him and his party, 
given at a meeting in his honor in 
the concert Hall of Columns, on his 
seventy-fifth , birthday. 

“It is for’*you to carry out your 
lead to an absolutely triumphal 
conclusion,” the Socialist and man 
of letters declared, “to a conclusion 
which will make it absolutely im- 
possible for the other countries not 
to follow you. 

*‘As an old Socialist I see in your 
faces a new look which one does not 
find in the West, but which I hope 
we will see there. 

“Why, didn’t England begin the 
Communist revolution instead of 
Russia? Karl Marx would hive 
said that Russia was the last place 
in the world for it to begin. The 
English ought to ne ashamed of 
themselves for not having been the 
first.”’ 

Shaw received a_ great ovation 
from the Russian audience when 
he addressed it as ‘“‘comrades.” Fle 
called attention to the fact that 
Lord and Lady Astor cri thir son, 
who were with him, were rich ana 
great landowners: 

Fault-of Proletariat. 


“It is not their fault, but the 
fault of the English proletariat for 
not having taken it away from 
them. We are going back to En- 
gland very much impressed by 
what we have seen. Everything pos- 
sible was done here to make us hap- 
py. All will be well if you can only 
make the people of Russia as hap- 
py as you have made us. 

“When we left England, we 
brought as much food, bedding, 
pillows, and even tents, because 
we were tolde that there was no 
food or other necessities in Rus- 
sia. After we crossed the border 
we found that they were unneces- 
sary and we began throwing them 


away. 


“Here you have been telling us 
to go back and tell the real truth 
about Russia. But I have been 
telling the truth for the last 10 
years and now that I have been 
here I can say everything I have 
said was true. We have been face 
to face with things which already 
were known to us.” 


The ballroom of the Hall of Col- 
umns where members of the Rus- 
sian nobility used to dance WAas 
filled with workers, writers and ed- 
ucators, who applauded on several 
occasions during Shaw’s speech. 

Sleeps at Races 

Shaw celebrated his anniversary 
by going to the horse races—the 
first he ever saw in his life—and 
falling asleep. 

He nodded perceptibly once or. 
twice in the box he occupied with 
his party at the racetrack on the 
outskirts of Moscow and 6 finally 
took a good nap, while Lady Astor 
fanned the flies away from his face. 
Weariness, r..c‘her than boredom, 
forced him to doze. ‘He had been 


on the move steadily all day after} 


an overnight train ride from Lenin- 
grad. 

He refused to say much about his 
reaction to the races, but he seemed 
to enjoy those he actually saw. On 
the way to the racetrack he ob- 
served to one of his Russian hosts: 

“T suppose there will be only one 


“horse in the race, since there is no 


competition in a Socialist state.” 

Asked how he felt at reaching the 
three-quarters of a century mark, 
he said: “I-jon’t know. I stopped 
observing birthdays when I was 
ate 

Tribute to Lenin. 

While he was in Leningrad Sat- 
urday, Shaw made a talking movie 
for the news reel people. The 
text of his remarks was made pub- 
lic here today. 

‘“We’know from history,” he 
“that when many past civi- 
lizations arrived at the point which 
Western capitalism has now 
reached they degenerated and 
failed. Over and over the human; 
race has tried to get around this 
corner and failed. 

“Lenin originated a new method 
and got around the corner. If 
others follow his methods we shall 
have a new era of which we can 
have no conception. 

“If the future lies with Lenin 
then we can all smile; if the world 
follows the old path I shall have 
to take melancholy leave of this 
world.” 

He addressed his speech to 
“vour majesties, my lords, ladies 
d gentlemen, comrades and pro- 
letarians.”’

DULL KNIFE CLEW 
TQ COUNTY KILLING 
UF AGED WOMAN 


Body With Throat Cut 
Found in Ditch Near 
Chambers Road —Victim 
Is Unidentified. 


APPARENTLY WAS 
THROWN FROM AUTO 


Ferdinand Township, Con- 
stable Thinks That Per- 
son of Unusual Strength 
Wielded Weapon. 


A dull, bone-handled pocket- | 


knife is the only clew in the mur- 
der of an aged woman who was 
found with her throat cut in a 
roadside ditch in the northern part 
of St. Louis County yesterday morn- 
ing. Her body has not been iden- 
tified. 

Death occurred about five hours 
before the shabbily dressed body 
Was seen by a passerby on Cham- 


bers road, three-quarters of a mile 
west of Bellefontaine road at 10 
a. m. 


The dullness of the knife prompt- 
ed Constable Rudy Baumer of St. 


Ferdinand Township to believe the 
woman would not have had strength 
enough te cut her own windpipe 
and two jugular veins with it, and 
that the person who did wield the 
weapon was of unusual strength. 
The small amount of blood nearby 
indicates to Baumer that she was 
killed elsewhere and her body 
thrown in the ditch, presumably 
from an automobile. 

Physicians who examined the 
body estimated the woman's age at 
between 70 and 73. She weighed 
slightly less than 100 pounds, was 
5 feet, 5 inches tall and had blue 
eyes, long auburn hair,’ thickly 
streaked with gray. On the right 
side was a large scar, and on the 
right arm, between shoulder and 
elbow, a similar scar of less pro- 
portions. On the left side of the 
nase was a bruise. 

Clothing included a white shirt- 
waist, black skirt, lavendar under- 
skirt, black cotton stockings and 
high black shoes which had been 
cut down to below the ankles. 

The knife, which had a single 
blade two and one-half inches 
long, will be examined for finger- 
prints. 

The body was found by Paul 
Rutkoski of Baden, and was taken 
to the Tanner Undertaking Co., 
6107 Natural Bridge road, Pine 
Lawn. 

Baumer said that between the 
time of the finding of the body 
and its removal, approximately 100 
residents of that section of the 
county viewed it. None remem- 
bered having seen the woman be- 
fore. :

WOMAN WOUNDED 
AT STRIKE RALLY 


Assistant Foreman at Burn- 
well, W. Va., Declares 


He Fired When Assisting 


Victim of Beating. 


By the Associated Press. 
* PITTSBURG, Pa., July 27.—The 


miners’ strike, paralyzing the bitu- 
minous coal industry in Western 
Pennsylvania, West Virginia and 
Ohio, grew tense today, with the 
killing by a union officer of a man 
who had threatened his life and 
the wounding of &@ woman at a 
strike rally. 

Accosted by a man who said he 
was sent to kill him, Patrick T. Fa- 
gan, president of District No. 5, 
United Mine Workers of America, 
grappled with his assailant, wrested 
a pistol from him and shot him to 
death. The shooting occurred on 


the front lawn of the Fagan resi- 
dence here. A man who was with 
Fagan’s assailant was captured by 
police a short time later, when he 
threatened a taxicab driver. 

The unidentified body of the slain 
man was removed to the morgu?. 
His companion, lodged in the coun- 
ty jail on a technical charge, re- 
fused to talk, except to say that his 
name is Edward Schneider, that he 
is a miner, and that his home is 
in Fleming, Ky. Fagan was 4ar- 
rested. 

The union leader said he had 
just finished lunch with his family 
shortly after midnight, when his 
front doorbell rang. He was ac- 
costed by a man, who pointed a pis- 
tol at him and cried: “I am from 
District 19 (Kentucky) and I have 
been sent here to get you.” 

Fagan grappled with the man 
and they rolled from the porch to 
the lawn. 

As they regained their feet, Fa- 
gan wrested the pistol from his as- 
sailant and fired three times, The 
man crumpled to the grass, dead. 

Meanwhile, Fagan said, the sec- 
ond man who had leaped into the 
taxicab, was threatening the driver, 
when police arrived. 

Held at the City Detective Bu- 
reau today, Fagan said Schneider 
appeared at his otfice Friday and 
told him he was out of work and 
had a wife and child dependent on 
him. Fagan said he gave the man 
$5. Schneider said at that time his 
name was Hatfield and that he was 
a cousin of Sid Hatfield, of moun- 
taineer feud fame, according to 
Fagan. 

Schneider admitted he had visit- 
ed Fagan. He said his name was 
not Hatfield but Schneider. He 
claimed relationship with the Hat- 
field family, however. He said he 
came here about 10 days ago and 
met the other man, who he knew 
only as “Pat,” on a freight train. 
He denied there naa been a plot to 
kill the unfon officer and said his 
companion had been drinking. 

Mrs. Martha Stanley, attending a 
West Virginia miners’ meeting near 
the Imperial Colliery Co.’s plant at 
Burnwell, W. Va., was wounded by 
a bullet fired from the fringe of 
the crowd. Dock Pack, assistant 
mine foreman, arrested a short time 
later, told police he was assisting 
a man who was being beaten, that 
he fired three shots and that Mrs. 
Stanley was wounded accidentally. 


TWO CADETS KILLED WHEN 
BOMBING PLANE CRASHES 


Students of Army Advanced Flying 
School Lose Lives at 
Fort Clark.

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., July 27.— 
Two flying cadets, students of the 
army advanced flying school at 
Kelly Field, were instantly killed 
today when the bombing plane in 
which they were flying crashed at 
Fort Clark. 

Those killed were Cadet Robert 
P. Burke of Dyersburg, Tenn., and 
Cadet George M. O’Rear of Jas- 
per, Ala. 

The big ship was said to have 
crashed from an altitude of 200 
feet, but did not burn. Both ca- 
dets were instantly killed. Cadet 
O’Rear was piloting the plane and 
Cadet Burke was a passenger.

‘President Ibanez Resigns 


Following Riots and 
Guarded by Soldiers Slips 
Over Border. 


SAID TO BE LIABLE 
TO EXTRADITION 


Because of Flight, It Is Said 


He Is Not an Exile — 


Civil Rule Restored After 


Four Years.

SANTIAGO, Chile, July 27.—Car- 
los Ibanez, President of Chile since 
1927, who resigned yesterday after 
a public uprising had been_raging 
three days, fled from the presiden- 
tial palace today. Gathering to- 
gether a few belongings and some 


personal documents, he said good-by 


to Pedro Opazo, who was chosen 


acting President tv succeed him. 
and left Moneda Palace at 4 a. 
m. in the automobile of Gen. Sepul- 
veda, chief of the garrison of San- 
tiago. With him were a few army 
officers and other friends. 

Ibanez crossed the border into 
Argentina with his wife this after- 
noon in a speical train manned by 
Ofiicials of the trans-Andean rail- 
way. There was only the Pullman 
in which the deposed president and 
his wife rode, and a coach carrying 
a guard of soldiers. 

The President left the palace in 
an automobile followed by four 
other cars carrying several of his 
friends. They drove to the ha- 
cienda El] Sauce, near Los Andes, 
and boarded the train there about 
7 a m. 

By leaving the country without 
the permission of Congress he 
makes himself liable to extradi- 
tion, it is said, because the man- 
ner of his departure does not make 
him an exile. 

Prosecution Demanded. 

To insure the safety of the retir- 
ing President was one of the first 
problems of the new regime. The 
feeling of the public was plainly 
shown at last night’s ‘Chamber of 
Deputies meeting. After the depu- 
ties had accepted his resignation 
and had granted him safe conduct, 
So great a clamor was raised by the 
galleries that the vote was recon- 
sidered, his request to leave Chile 
was rejected and his prosecution 
was demanded. 

Ibanez, self-styled “‘man of des 
tiny,” who once said he enjoyed 
divine guidance in ruling, was un- 
der guard at the presidential palace 
while this was going on. 


of Deputies, Santiazo quieted down. 
The Senate already had approved 
the resignation and the safe con- 
duct, and no further legislative ac- 
tion was taken. 


Military Dictatorship Ended. 

Today Chile has for the first time 
in four years a civilian government. 
The military dictatorship of Ibanez 
was one of the first causes of the 
wave of unpopularity which swept 
him out of power. 

Opazo, who was president of the 
Senate, will function as president 
of the nation until an election is 
held. A popular cabinet was 
formed with Esteban Montero as 
Premier and Minister of Interior, 
and Pedro Blanquier, the country’s 
idol because of the record he made 
recently in his eight-day premier- 
ship, as Minister of Finance, Other 
members are: Foreign Affairs, Car- 
los Balamaceda; Justice and In- 
dustry, Luis Gutierrez; War, Gen. 
Aureliano Saez: Navy, Admiral Ca- 
lixto Rogers; Welfare, Pedro Fajq- 


dor: Education, Pedro Gody. 
Whether there would be com- 
plete provincial adhesion to’ the 


new government was impossible to 
determine because of faulty com- 
munications, but since Ibanez was 
as unpopular in the provinces as 
in the capital it was thought Opa- 
zo had a united nation behind him. 

There were sporadic efforts in 
the provinces on the part of the 
Army to keep Ibanez in power, 
notable in Iquique,: but the Army 
was officially ordered to adhere to 
the civil government by its Com- 
mander-in-Chief, Gen. Bartolome 
Blanche. 

Women Start Attack. 

On May 6 women held a mass 
meeting, after which they paraded 
past the presidential palace, shout- 
ing “Liberty” and “Get out, 
Ibanez.” Premier Castro Ruiz and 
his ironclad censorship prevented 
news of the women’s action from 
getting out, but the campaign 
against the President continued and 
gained ground, mostly through 
quiet methods. 

Students took up the movement 
and became most annoying to the 
President. When the financial sit- 
uation forced him to seek aid 
from the intellectuals and business 
meén in forming a civil Cabinet, the 
students became active.

a visiting foreigner in recent years, 
Foreign Secretary Henderson of 
Britain preceded MacDonald and 
also was received with cheers. Sec- 
retary of State Stimson of the 
United States had departed from 


Berlin earlier in the day after an 
audience with President von Hin- 
denburg. 


Cheering Germans packed the 
big Friedrichstrasse Railway sta- 
tion, jammed the surrounding 


streets and kept the whole district 
in an uproar of acclaim as Mac- 
Donald arrived. 

Mounted police were called out, 
but the good-humored crowd re- 
sisted their efforts to keep the 
railway platform clear. When the 
train pulled in, Chancellor Bruer- 
ing, Foreign Minister Curtius, For- 
eign Secretary Henderson and othe 
er officials who had come to we'- 
come the visiting Prime Mlir-ister, 
were cut off from MacDonald's car 
by a crowd of several hundred per- 
song. 

Dr. Curtius, forsaking diplomatic 
dignity and his own safety, shoul- 
dered his way into the narrow space 


between the er6wd and the still 
moving train. 
Great Roar of Welcome. 
Top hat, frock coat and all, he 


edged quickly past the line of cars 
and reached MacDonald's coach 
just as the train stopped, and the 
Prime Minister, wearing a brown 
business suit and soft-collared white 
shirt, stepped into a great roar of 
welcome. The words with which 
the officials greeted each other 
were lost in the surrounding up- 
roar. 

Meanwhile, police had cleared @ 
path across the platform, and the 
rest of the official welcomers came 
up to shake hands. Chancellor 
Bruening was there, Foreign Secre- 
tary Henderson, Sir Horace Rum- 
boldt, the British Ambassador, and, 
his high hat looming well above the 
rest of the crowd, Henrich Sahm, 
the tall Lord Mayor of Berlin. 

When the greetings were over, 
MacDonald and the welcoming del- 
egation walked through the crowd- 
ed waiting room to the street and 
there a demonstration broke loose 
as the crowd recognized the Prime 
Minister. 

“Frei Heil!” they shouted, “Hail 
to freedom!” they cheered. Mac-

Shortly after 
he had talked with the News by 
telephone from his home, it was 
said he had left for a month’s trip 
to Minnesota. : 

A friend of long standing asked 
him to help arrange continuance of 
a trial of Jack Guzik, business 
manager for “‘Scarface”’ Al Capone, 
on a charge of income tax evasion 
before District Judge Charles E. 
Woodward here, the newspaper 
quoted Buck as saying. Buck asked 
the Judge for the continuance but 
none was allowed. Guzik was con- 
victed and sentenced last Dec. 
30 to serve five years in Federal 
penitentiary and pay $17,500 in 
fines. 

“I did not see at the time that I 
was doing wrong,” he said, ‘and I 
do not believe it now. I was simply 
doing a favor for a friend.” 

He would not tell his friend's 
name. 

Buck's appointment to succeed 
Mrs. Myrtle Tanner Blacklidge was 
announced by the White House last 
April 4. Buck has not been sworn 
in. He was proposed by Senator 
Otis F. Glenn. No one has been 
named to take his place.

Newspapers began broadcasting 
appeals for calmness and leaders of 
student and workers groups did 
likewise. 

U. S. Envoy Satisfies Crowd. 

A rumor started yesterday to the 
effect that Ibanez had fled from 
the palace in an ambulance dis- 
guised as a wounded soldier and 
had gone to the American embassy. 
A crowd formed quickly and 
marched to the embassy, about a 
mite from the Government build- 
ings. There they set up a shout 
for Ibanez. 

American Ambassador William 
S. Culbertson went out and assured 
the crowd on his word of honor 
that Ibanez was not there and if 
he came asylum would be refused 
him. Police were called to protect 
the embassy and the crowd dwin- 
dled. 


Record of Revolutions in South 
America in Last Year. 

In the fall of the Government of 
Chile, the last of the ABC coun- 
tries, .Argentina, Brazil and Chile, 
has had its revolution in the last 
year. Those forced out are Presi- 
dent Ibanez of Chile, President 
Hipolito Irigoyen of Argentina ana 
President Washington Luis of 
Brazil. President Augusto Leguia 
of Peru also was forced out. 

The movement against South 
American leaders started with the 
overthrow of President Hernando 
Siles of Bolivia, May 28, 1930. 

President-elect Hoover visited all 
these chief executives on tis South 
American tour except Dr. Siles.

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ART GLASS PLANT 
IN PINE LAWN 
WRECKED BY BOMB 


Damage to Ashland Com- 
pany’s One-Story Build- 
ing Is Estimated at $5000 
by Manager. 


The one-story building of the 
Ashland Glass Co., at 2531 Kienlen 
avenue, Pine Lawn, was wrecked 
by an explosion, apparently that of 
a bomb, at 11.15 o'clock last night 
Damage was estimated at $5000 by 
Joseph Wedling Jr., manager of the 
company. 

Apparently the bomb had been 
placed in the front end of the 
building, which is about 60 feet by 
40 feet in size, on the corner of 
Kienlen and Dardanella avenues. 
The front wall, both sides and the 
roof were demolished, with the rear 
wall left standing. 

Debris was showered into the 
street on two sides of the building, 
somé of it striking a filling station 
across Dardanella avenue. A south- 
bound Ferguson bus, with several 
passengers, had just gone by on 
Kienlen avenue, and was struck by 
bits of debris, but continued on its 
way. 

Only the building itself was dam- 
aged. It was made of concrete 
blocks and tile and had been occu- 
pied for about three weeks. The 
company assembles art glass, but 
does no :nanufacturing from base 
products. 

Deputy Sheriff Ed Klein, on duty 
three blocks away, reported he 
heard a loud crash and going to 
the scene found the air heavy with 
the odor of powder fumes, and 
smoke so thic*= the light of his 
flashlight would not penetrate it.

During the construction of 
the building. he told the officer, he 
had employed non-union labor, but 
since he had been operating the 
business there, had employed union 
men. He said bricks had been 
thrown through windows at a for- 
mer plant of the company on Nat- 
ural Bridge road.

Prince Anton and Princess Ileana 
were on their wedding journey to- 
day, and the peasants who 
thronged Sinaia yesterday were on 
their way back home, traveling 
bareback and by oxcart. 

The gypsy musicians who made 
merry for the wedding have dis- 
appeared from the streets, and gay 
costumes have been put away. 

After the pageantry of the wed- 
ding the bride and bridegroom left 
for Castle Bran in Transylvania, 
where they will spend several days. 
Then they will go to London, and 
from there they'll fly—in their 
wedding gift airplane from King 
Carol—to their castle at Freiburg, 
Germany. The Prince is an ex- 
pert aviator. 

lleana, daughter of the late King 
Ferdinand and Marie, now Dow- 
ager Queen, and Anton, seventh 
son of Archduke Leopold Salvator 
of Hapsburg, were married in the 
Palace of Pelesh, a castle among 
the pine trees in Sinaia’s hills. 

Wedding in Palace Hall. 

The church ceremony, by the 
Roman Catholic rite, took place 
in the large hall of the palace be- 
fore about 300 guests. Near the 
altar were three golden chairs in 
which sat three prelates, Prince 
Wladimir Chika, Bishop Cisar and 
Bishop Fiskner. 

King Carol gave away the bride, 
who wore white satin, interwoven 
with threads of gold. On her head 
was a golden diadem surmounted 
by a large diamond. Her long 
train was carried by two. girl 
scouts—members of the band who 


had strewn Sinaia’s streets with 
flowers earlier in the day. 

The church ceremony opened 
with a solemn mass, accompanied 
by the grand organ of the palace, 
a choir of 10 nuns from the con- 
vent of Sinaia and a boys’ choir. 

The principal witness, after King 
Carol, was Dowager Queen Marie, 
who was present with her other 
daughters, former Queen Elizabeth 
of Greece and Queen Marie of Ju- 
g0-Slavia, The young Crown Prince 
Michael was also at her side. 

As the organ peals ended Bishop 
Cisar read in Latin the words of 
the marriage ceremony, handing 
the rings to the bridegroom, who 
Wlaced one of ‘hem on the finger 
of the Princess. 

Gift From Pope. 

Archduke Anton’s “Yes” was. 
scarcely audible, but Princess 
Ileana’s was uttered in a firm voice. 
The Papal envoy gave the couple 
the Pope’s blessing and a gold cross 
containing a relic of St. Theresa. 

Three important persons were 
conspicuous in the crowd. These 
were the patriarch of the Orthodox 
Church, Miron Christea, cx-Regent 
Saraceanu, and former King George 
of Greece. Another prominent per- 
son was conspicuously absent. This 
was King Alexander of Jugo-Slavia, 
Princess Ileana’s brother-in-law. 

After the wedding the young cou- 
ple drove t} sxugh the town in a 
carriage drawn by four horses. 
They were followed in a second car- 
riage by King Carol, Dowager 
Queen Marie and Crown Prince 
Michael. They then drove to the 
cemetery and decorated the graves

1S INOURY IN KILLING 
ONINDIAN RESERVATION 


rEvery Man in Area Under Sus- 


picion in Woman’s Death, 
Prosecutor Says. 


By the Associated Press. 

WHITE RIVER APACHE RES- 
ERVATION, Ariz., July 27.—Fed- 
eral officials today undertook the 
task of solving the mysterious kill- 
ing’of Henrietta Schmerler, Colum- 
bia University anthropology stu- 
dent. With announcement that 
every man, red and white alike, on 
the reservation was under suspi- 
cion, United States District Attorney 
John C. Gung’l of Phoenix took 
charge of the investigation. 

The inquiry by Gung’l followed 
the unsuccessful investigation by 
reservation, county and state au- 
thorities in progress since the wom- 
an’s battered body was found in a 
ravine near Fort Apache July 24. 

Seven Apaches and a white man 
held as suspects, were released yes- 
terday after questioning. 

“We are going to start at the very 
beginning of the case and go over 
all clews,” said Gung’l. “It is un- 
fair to condemn the Apache tribe 
because this brutal killing took 
place on its reservation.” 

Gung’l said evidence gathered to 
date indicated the slaying was done 
by a man or men who waylaid the 
girl, attacked and then killed her. 

W. R. Warner, the white man 
who was released, was disclosed as 
having befriended the student. Miss 
Schmerler wrote in a letter in her 
cabin that Warner had saved her 
from the unwelcomed attentions of 
an Apache, whom she did not iden- 
tify. 

Warner, a painter, said he did 
not kno. the Indian. He gave of- 
ficers an account of his activities 
the day the woman disappeared and 
witnesses -ubstantiated the story. 
Warner was taken into custody on 
a statement, made through an In- 
dian interpreter by an Apache deaf 
mute, that he had seen Warner at 
Fort Apache the night the woman 
disappeared placing the inert form 
of a girl in his automobile. 

Miss Schmerler had mingled 
freely with the Indians to obtain 
material for a thesis. Her body was 
held at Winslo., Ariz., pending 
word from relatives in New York.

Rost, at the end of the chain, 
succeeded in grasping Lang, but 
the weight was too much for him 
and he broke loose, as did Miss 
Davis. She succeeded in saving 
herself, but the two mc” were 
swept downstream. Their bodies 
have not been recovered. 

Miss Davis was taken to St. Jo- 
seph’s Hospital at Alton, suffering 
from shock. Her condition is not 
serious. 

Rost’s wife witnessed the drown- 
ing from. the river bank. She and 
a child survive her husband. Lang 
is survived by his widow and two 
children.

ONE OF THREE CONVICTS WHO

World Series Stuff. 

NEW complication will arise 

during the 1931 world series. 
With the rival leagues, for the 
first time in years, using base- 
balis of different makeup, which 
league’s ball will be “official” for 
the title games? 

There is a marked difference, 
as shown by the figures this year. 
These reveal that in team bat- 
ting the National Teague hitters 
have lost 187 points this season, 
as compared with last year, while 
the American League hitters have 
shrunk only 57 potnts! 

Every club in the National 
League has suffered a batting 
decline, whereas two American 
League clubs—one of them the 
Browns—increased their team 
hitting figures. 

In the National Teague, the 
Cardinals lead in batting shrink- 
age, with 38 points below their 
14 figure of last year! 

» * 


Both the team and individual 
figures, as well as the home runs, 
show a severe loss in hitting pow- 
er by the National League as 
compared to that suffered by the 
American League. 

The facts can be explained sat- 
isfactorily only by the difference 
in the ball, While both balls have 
raised stitches, the National 
League uses a thicker cover, 
which, it is believed, has caused 
reduced liveliness.

Will Use Both Balls. 

S to which ball will be

Reporting directly to President 
Hoover, the commission criticised 
the use of brutal disciplinary 
measures and asserted conditions 
in many of the 3000 institutions of 
the system were “almost incred- 
ible.” 

It told of men who, for offenses 
as slight as talking or laughing, 
were shackled to doors for 12 hours 
a day, tied down under a stream 


of cold water, whipped, placed in 
straitjackets, confined in wire 
cages sO small they could not 
move, or kept in complete dark- 
ness for days on end-on a ration 
of four ounces of bread every 24 
hours. 

Riots Evidence of Conditions, 

“The prison has failed as a dis- 
ciplinary institution,” the report 


of a report by an advisory com- 
mittee of 24 experts, totaled 343 
pages, to a denunciation of pres- 
ent prison conditions. 

It disclosed that Federal prisons 
during 1930 were overcrowded 65.9 
per cent more than capacity. It 
asserted that well over one-third 
of all the prisons in the country, 
were between 70 and 100 years old 
and that 21 per cent of all men’s 
prisons were without plumbing. 

The state prisons in Oregon, the 
Charleston prison in Massachusetts, 
the Auburn and Clinton prisons in 
New York, the Folsom prison in 
California “and the old prison at 
Joliet, Ill., were given as examples 
of such institutions. 

The commission - criticised the 
size of the cells, small for one man 
but housing two, which it found in 
many of the older prisons. In these 
restricted quarters, it said, the air 
would have to be chalEed com- 
pletely in each cell every few min- 
utes to prevent objectionable odors.

While on this restricted diet, the 
commission said, the men are hand- 
cuffed to a door for about 12 hours 
aday. It added that a man recent- 
ly died in the old Joliet prison 
while held in this position. 

Criticising prison unemployment, 
the commission cited as examples. 
“such prisons as Walla Walla in 
Washington, Auburn and Clinton in 
New York. the State prison at Co- 
lumbus,. where for years over a 
third of the. prison population has 
been keptin idleness; the prison ‘~ 
Colorado, the Eastern and Western 
penitentiaries in Pennsylvania, the 
State prison in Wisconsin, and pris- 
ons in Maryland, Nevada, Utah, 
Montana. Michigan and others.” 

Atthough condemning many of 
the habits and actions of prison 
guards, the report said their lot was 
a hard and often uninviting one.

of the G. A. R. founders. This notice 
would lead us to suppose that the G, A. 
R. was organized at Springfield, Ill. IT 
was always led to believe that it was or- 
ganized at Decatur, Ill. The first G. A. 
R. Post, Department of Illinois, is at De- 
catur, I knew very well Capt. C. Reib- 
same, one of the charter. members and 
organizers. He later moved from Deca- 
tur to Bloomington, where he and I 
were members of Post 146. 

At the close of the Civil War, a few 
comrades got together in Decatur, among 
them Dr. B. F. Stephenson, late surgeon 
of the Fourteenth Illinois Infantry, to 
discuss the formation of an organization 
to perpetuate their comradeship. After 
one after another had suggested names, 
Dr. Stephenson proposed the name, 
“Grand Army of the Republic,” which 
was adopted. A constitution and by-laws 
were formulated, A charter was ob- 
tained. G. A. R. posts in Illinois and 
Indiana were formed. The first na- 
tional convention was held in Indianapo- 
lis. At this convention, Gen. John A. 
Logan was selected national commander.

_ "THE B. & O. AND THE ALTON. 

Following a provision of the Transportation Act of 
1920 for consolidation of the rafiroads into a limited 
number of systems, the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission has consented to let the Baltimore & Ohio 
acquire the Chicago & Alton. —~ 

The B. & O. had already acquired the Cincinnati, 
Indianapolis & Western, extending from Hamilton, O., 


burg Railway and the Buffalo & Susquehanna Rail- 
road. All these consolidations have the approval of 
the commission. The Chicago & Alton Railroad was 
bought under foreclosure, for approximately $75,000,- 
000. Formerly a profitable property, it had been 
brought to foreclosure by financial practices institut- 
ed in 1903 by the late E. H. Harriman and his asso- 
cilates. A report of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission says of this transaction: | 

In about seven years, to June 30, 1906, the out- 
standing capital and indebtedness of this com- 
pany has expanded from $33,951,407 to $114,- 
610,937, or an increase of aout $80,660,000, and 
there was expended in actual improvements and 
additions to the property out of this capital only 
about $18,000,000, leaving an increase of its stock 
and liabilities, without one dollar of considera- 
tion, of about $62,660,000, or $66,190 per mile on 
the 946.66 miles of road owned by the company 
on June 30, 1906. 

‘The report retraces the various steps which at last 
brought to beggary what had once been an aristocrat 
among Western railroads. Recapitulating, the com- 
mission said: 

From this brief synopsis of the exploitation 
of the Chicago & Alton, it .is evident that 
its history is rich in illustrations of vari- 
ous methods of indefensible financing. First 
came a profit to the stockholders arising 
out of the sale to themselves of $32,000,000 of 
bonds at 65, which sold for several succeeding 
years for 82 to 94. Second came a 30 per cent 
dividend based on amounts expended from in- 
come for improvements, much of it more than 
30 years before, and recently capitalized. Third 
came a pseudo-transfer to one Stanton, and his 
contract, under which the new company paid 
$10,000,000 cash for preferred stock which had 
cost less than $7,000,000. Fourth came the con- 
version of 183,224 shares of common stock in the 
old railroad company into 195,428 shares of com- 
mon stock in the new railroad company, part of 
which was sold to the Union Pacific at 86% 
a share. Fifth came the sale of the St. 
Louis, Peoria & Northern for $3,000,000 cash. 
Sixth came whatever interest the syndicate may 
have had in the sale to Kuhn, Loeb & Co. of 
$22,000,000 of bonds at 60 cents on the dollar. 
Seventh came the fee of $100,000 to Harriman for 
financing the enterprise. 


Appearing before the commission recently in a 
hearing on the application of his road for permis- 
sion to acquire the Chicago & Alton, Daniel Willard, 
president of the Baltimore & Ohio, said of this earlier 
chapter on the Alton: 

The Alton’s difficulties in the past have been 
due in large measure to excessive capitalization. 

Its fixed charges have been more than it could 


bear. We propose to capitalize the new company 
at cost, and believe the cost to be fair. 


Mr. Willard told the commission that the capital- 
ization of the old company and stock totaled about 
$129,000,000, whereas the proposed capitalization of 
the new company will be, roundly, $75,000,000. He also 
said the B. & O. has an excess of large locomotives, 
some of which can be allocated to the Alton, and he 
expressed the intention of his company to consolidate 
the properties and their stations, etc., in saving ways. 
Mr. Willard is not greatly alarmed by the growth of 
freight and passenger traffic on the pavements in 
competition with the railroads. He thinks the rail- 
roads can engage in both, at a decided advantage 
against competitors, as they unquestionably can. 
Some of the railroads are already doing so. Extension 
of the Baltimore & Ohio over the Chicago & Alton, 
which traverses the region between St. Louis,- Chi- 
cago and Kansas City, is important to this part of 
the valley. 

It is a disgrace to our American railroad financ- 
ing that such a fine property as the Alton 
should ever have been brought to the block. If rail- 
road men ran the railroads, there would be no-such 
episodes. It is. when the bankers and financiers 
run the railroads that this sort of thing happens, 
and we owe to bankers and financiers rather 
than to railroad men most of the troubles of Ameri- 
can transportation. In its report on the looting of 
the Alton, the Interstate Commerce Commissfon 
specifically named those who bought and exploit- 
ed the road. They were Harriman, Mortimer L. 
and Jacob Schiff, George J. Gould, James Stillman, 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co., and Goldman, Sachs & Co. The 
commission says in its report that in the sale of 
one issue of bonds alone the syndicates associated 
with Harriman reaped a profit of about $8,000,000, 
“which could have been and should have been reaped 
by the railroad company.” 

Mr. Willard has assured the commission that this 
sort of buccaneering is not part of the plans of the 
Baltimore & Ohio’s acquisition of the Alton, and 
we hope it is not. The United States has for too 
long supported a double standard of morals by which 
petty thieves became jailbirds and the man who 
looted the New York, New Haven & Hartford could 
become “Morgan the Magnificent.” It was a stand- 
ard certain to bring both the country and the rail- 
roads to grief, and so it has. 
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Another record-breaking aviation feat was the

Beard, Stuart Chase, George Soule and Leo Wolman 
are filling the magazines with suggestions for reor- 
ganizing our industrial system, by business co-opera- 
tion or under Government supervisidn, to take the 
future into account. 
Russia has the outstanding example of a planning 
system, but its Communist sponsors cause it to be 
viewed with abhorrence in certain circles. Yet, as 
Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler points out, Ruasia’s chief 
characteristic is not her Communism, but the fact 
that she has a plan “in the face of a planiess oppo- 
sition.” Other nations have had advance planning, 
and many cities now are carrying out improvement 
programs along siniilar lines. Our own War Indus- 
tries Board of1917-18 was such a system, and the 
Allies at the same period had their Supreme Ecé- 
nomic Council. Economic councils now exist in Ger- 
many, France, England, Italy, Mexico and elsewhere, 
President Hoover, in presenting his egregious “20- 
year plan,” which consists in waiting for an increase 
in population, took occasion to slur the demand for 
planning as “an infection from the slogan of the 
five-year plan through which Russia is struggling.” 
The movement for transforming chaos into order is 
too widespread to be thus appraised. When Matthew 
Woll, chairman of the National Civic Federation, 
proposes a “great American congress of industry” to 
formulate a 10-year plan, and Senator La Follette 
presents a bill for establishment of a national eco- 
nomic council, the right and left ranges of political 
and economic thought have put themselves on record 
as “infected” with the planning germ. 
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FAIR HARVARD AND THE FAIR SEX. 
The veteran guides who conduct visitors through 
the sacred halls of Harvard are suffering no little 
chagrin this summer. That famous brick-walled yard 
with its arching elms, long a haven for men alone, 
has yielded to an invasion of co-eds. In recent years 
allowed to attend a few graduate classes and to get 
books from the library, girls, nevertheless, until this 
summer, have been banned from the premises from 
sunset to sunrise.

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WILL THAT BE .LIFE? 

In the July number of Forum magazine, a descrip- 
tion is given of the farm operations of Thomas 
Campbell, farmer-engineer, who operates a 95,000-acre 
wheat farm in Montana. Every year for a decade he 
has made money except in 1930, while millions of 
average agriculturists have lost. His one-year fail- 
ure does not discourage Campbell, for he figures 
success not by the season but by the 10-year stretch. 
He says farming cannot be done successfully without 
adequate money or credits to equalize the seasonal 
failures and other vicissitudes, whether acts of God 
or of the grain market. 

What Campbell does is to carry the principles and 
methods of Henry Ford to the open spaces. The only 
horses he has on the place are riding horses. The 
power-that plows, hauls and harvests is all from gas- 
oline. Combines, the machines that cut, bind, shock, 
stack and thresh, are used exclusively. During har- 
vest time full operations are carried on 24 hours a 
day, with two shifts of men, each working 12 hours. 
Flood lights are used to turn night into day. On 
the Campbell farm each tractor works 2800 hours 
a year. The average Iowa farmer's tractor works 
only 250 hours a year. 

’ A captivating picture of bigness and efficiency, 
this Gargantuan exploitation of nature’s bounty. It 
is working wonderfully in Russia, where the popu- 
lation still needs more wheat and where, by the way, 
Campbell acts as chief agricultural] adviser to the 
Government. But what a prospect for the American 
farmer and worker. More machines, less work for 
human hands. The old rural life blotted out. The indi- 
vidualist of the fields and meadows becomes a factory 
automaton, with capitalists, engineers, chemists and 
agronomists the real farmers. And in place of chan- 
ticleer, the factory whistle. Here is efficiency and 
economy. But when the world, with its color, beauty 
and individualism of man and tribe, has been con- 
verted into a vast mill of mechanical perfection, will 
that be life? 
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BETHLEHEM’S BONUS REFORM. 

The stockholders of Bethlehem Steel Corporation 
have taken salutary steps to purge their firm of the 
elaborate and secret bonus system, disclosed when 
the merger with Youngstown Sheet & Tube Co. was 
under discussion. Bonuses will be continued, but 
openly and on a more modest basis, as contrasted 
with the prodigal and deceptive tactics previously 
employed. Charles M. Schwab, chairman of the board, 
who had distributed the gratuities with an open hand, 
hereafter will share the privilege with a group of 
directors. Bonuses, formerly computed ahead of de- 
preciation, by which huge tax payments were avoid-| 
ed, will henceforth be determined after deduction of 
depreciation charges. “Normal salaries” wil) replace 
the system whereby officers received fabulous sums 
to supplement nominal compensation. The proviso 
that full publicity be given to all payments effectu- 
ally demolishes the scheme established by Mr. Schwab 
in 1911 whereby these payments were concealed. 

Bethlehem, having given an example of how a cor- 
poration may deprive its stockholders of their de- 
served earnings while enriching an executive group, 
now shows the way to reform. According toa writer 
in. Nation's Business, “far too many corporations” | 
have systems similar to that which Bethlehem now 
has junked. For a fairer distribution of business 
earnings among workers, stockholders and executives, 
the bonus system needs the light of full publicity and

Soot, the Destroyer 


Mellon Institute investigator finds soot the greatest enemy of man’s works; deposit con- 
tains acids which disintegrate mortar, corrode iron, destroy concrete and eat stone

scrapers, their libraries, their municipal 

buildings, their monuments, are being 
slowly but effectively leveled by soot. This 
black pall has been proved to be the great- 
est enemy of man’s works. 

Engineers of the Melion Institute of the 
University of Pittsburg have concluded a 
series of investigations that bring forth 
new and little known facts concerning the 
destructive effects of soot. These have to 
do with its effect, not only upon buildings 
and the exterior of cities, but also upon 
the human beings who must live in ou 
large cities. : 

H. B. Meller, head of the investigation, 
has shown that in industrial cities, the soot- 
fall amounts of hundreds of tons per square 
mile in a single year. This deposit may 
contain several per cent of tarry matter 
and 20 to 30 per cent of fixed carbon. It 
is easy to see that with such a steady down- 
pour, a city would eventually be well cov- 
ered with a layer of soot that might puzzle 
scientists of the future.

Smoke has long been recognized as a 
real hazard to life and property in cities, 
but when smoke becomes the carrier of 
soot, as Mr. Meller discovers, it becomes. 
of far greater destructive power. He ob- 
serves: “In the city, fogs become mixed 
with smoke to such an extent that their 
color is frequently changed from white to 
brown, or even black, and their density is 
so increased that they are almost opaque 
to sunlight. Then the absorption by soot 
particles of moisture from the fog so in- 
creases their weight that they quickly set- 
tle in an oily or tarry substance over all 
buildings. 

“The tar causes the soot to adhere firm- 
ly to any surface with which it comes in 
contact, literally covering the object with 
a coating of black paint and penetrating 
into the porous structure.” 

Within the soot are powerful corroding 
agents, such as sulphuric acid and hydro- 
chioric acid, “It might not seem that the 
amount of acid coming from the chimneys 
of a large city would be sufficient to do 
much harm,” says Mr. Meller. “However, 
coal as fired contains an average of at 
least 1 per cent sulphur, or 20 pounds per 
ton of coal, and, say 75 per cent of this 
constituent, or 16 pounds per ton of coal 
burned, escapes into the atmosphere. If, 
for example, this is considered as sulphuric 
acid, it would be equivalerit to 46 pounds, 
which, if it all acted on limestone, would 
destroy 47 pounds.”

Mr. Meller finds that’ the acids found 
in soot, sticking as it does to an} surface, 
Cause even marbles, cetients and stones to 
break down, The sooty acids bring about 
a chemical action involving a change in 
volume. This in turn brings about a change 
in. pressure. because the sulphate crystals 
grow in different directions. Mortar, par- 
ticularly, his experiments showed, broke 
down, became brittle and was useless as a 
binding agent. 

In concrete, the sooty gas filled with 
acids has an even worte effect. It reacts 
upon the aluminate of the cement, form-

which is three times that of the original 
aluminate. The tiny crystals that are pro- 
duced grow within the porous cement, act- 
ing like millions of tiny jacks, producing 
a tremendous pressure in aggregate. 

Soot in the air is even more destructive 
to métals. Upon iron it causés corrosion, 
and with free carbon present there is an 
electric effect. Soot is electro-negative 
while iron and other metals are electro- 
positive. Thus galvanic action takes place. 


“Fine soot,” says Mr. Meller, “as an im- 
palpable powder, will go anywhere and 
everywhere that air does, and the tarry 
matter with it causes much of it to ad- 
here to any surface with which it comes 
in contact. There is not a paint or a wall 
covering that is not susceptible to damage 
and the life of which is not shortened by 
soot.” 

The smoky, sooty air of large cities has 
a detrimental effect upon the people. “On 
clear, dry, sunny days, persons are more 
active, aggressive and enterprising. On the 
other hand, dark, humid days are devital- 
izing. When it is remembered that the 
average person breathes about 30 cubic 
inches of air in each inhalation—equiva- 
lent to approximately 37% pounds of air 


per day,. or about seven times the weight - 


of food and water consumed—it does not 
seem an exaggeration to say that more 
persons are devitalized, disabled and 
poisoned by the impurities contained in 
the smoky, sooty air than by the ingredi- 
ents in food and water. The compounds 
enter the gastro-intestinal tract and cause 
nausea, vomiting, diarrhea and systemic 
poisoning. 


“Soot has a definite bactericidal action, 
probably due to its content of germicidal 
acid and phenols; it does not form a fa- 
vorable place for the collection and distri- 
bution of bacteria, but, on the other hand, 
it so covérs the streets and buildings and 
fills the air that it protects the micro-or- 


. ganisms from the destructive action of sun- 


light.” ; 


The experimiental work of Mr. Meller 


‘was carried on in several large cities. By 


special apparatus the contents of the air 
at various places were analyzed and the 
effect of the compounds found in the air 
was noted as it was applied to various sub- 
stances. : 

Mr. Meller believes. that the city of the 
future will have to be a “white city’’ in 
order to survive. Heat will be electrically 
manufactured at the coal mine, or central 


stations will dispense heat. Already there 


are more than 30 companies in the steam 
business, mostly in the Nofthérn and Cen- 
tral states.

Peace in One Coal Field. _ 


From the New York Tires. 
HE soft coal industry in Illinois has 


been little affected by the g@rikes which 
are spreading disorder and distress through 
the bituminous coal fields of Pennsylvania, 
West Virginia, Ohio and Kentucky. This 
gives special timeliness to a report issued by 
the Russell Sage Foundation on the meth- 
ods and practices by which industrial peace 
has been maintained in Illinois. The report 
is the result of several years’ study by 
Louis Bloch, now statistician of the Califor- 
nia State Department of Industrial Rela- 
tions, and Mary Van Kleeck, director of the 
foundation’s department of industrial 
studies. 

The questions which interest them are 
the influence of a collective trade union 
agreement upon the daily relations between 
miners and their employers, the manner in 
which this contract and its interpretations 
are enforced, and the effect of the agree 
ment upon the functioning of the industry. 
The authors of the report have examined 
the methods by which some 10,000 contro- 
versies between individual miners and their 
employers have been brought successfully 
to arbitration. 

The conclusion reached is that the day- 
to-day administration, interpretation and 
enforcement of the written contract have 
gradually established practices which cover 
most emergencies. These practices, having 
to do with wages, hiring, firing and condt- 
tions in the mines, have become a code pre- 
scribing, in effect, the rights and obligations 
of miners and of owners or their represent- 
atives. 

Three basic principles underlie this code. 
Management and workers are agreed upon 
the desirability of settling disputes through 
the agency of a joint commission. Man- 
agement has absolute authority and respon- 
sibility within its own sphere. At the samé 
time, every workman has the right to % 
hearing and to redress through the joint 
commission, on which he is represented.

But even 
accepting the present conception 
of the natural, a convincing argu- 
ment can be made for his th : 
The correct moral outlook, by th 
thesis, would be the result of a 
comprehensive organic view of all 
human relations with a consequent 
balancing and harmonizing of hu- 
man impulses and passions. This 
seems thoroughly convincing and is 
well stated in a general way as fol- 
lows: “We live by distinction, by 
integration round a specific nucleus 
according to a particular pattern.” 

A little farther on, however, in 
discussing the arts, Santayana 
seems to forget the principle thus 
set forth, for he remarks: “The 
finality of the incidental is more 
certain, and may be no less per- 
fect, than the finality of great to- 
tals, like a life or a civilization. A 
good verse is much more unmistak- 
ably good than a good epic. * * * 
On this account I am not sure that 
the romantic temperament or art 
can be condemned for not being 
organic? Why be so pervasively or- 
ganic? 

Well, the reason might be that 
only the organic will actually work 
in our naturalistic world—a prin- 
ciple which Santayana seems to ac- 
cept readily enough in the moral 
realm, which can hardly be utterly 
isolated from any other realm of 
human experience. 

“A good verse is much more tun- 
mistakably good than a good 
epic?” Good for what? one may 
ask. As an adequate representa- 
tion of human destiny in its larger 
relations—which surely is the high 
function of art—or as something 
merely pleasing for the moment? 
Since all major principles ramify 
throughout the complexity of 
human experience, taking many 
disguises but remaining constant, 
may we say also that a good spark 
plug or a good cam shaft is more 
unmistakably good than a good au- 
tomobile? The test might be in try- 
ing to get somewhere astride of 
either!

PARIS, July 27. 

N other days it was a part of a 
night out to drift to the Halles 
Centrales around 4 a. m. for a 
bowl of steaming onion soup. But 
in these more sedate*years I had 
to be routed out by the hotel night 
concierge to join Willis Morgan on 
his daily visit to the markets. 

The great Central markets are 
reached along-upper rue de Rivoli 
and have been the site of Paris 
food supply for centuries. The 
markets are in huge warehouse- 
like halls. Its early morning vigor 
has a shrieking, roaring blatancy 
that is almost deafening. 

Aswirl with blue bloused porters, 
the “forts des halles” (strong men 
of the markets), screaming viragos, 
early morning drunks and swearing 
truckmen it offers a slice of Pa- 
risian life that is the most stimu- 
lating in all the town. The tempo 
is as red-corpuscled as the blood 
from the dripping beeves. 

Here are the buxom, ruddy and 
laughing marchandes, the sales- 
women, who seem to be in an 
eternal sally with customers. There 
is no sale without haggling. After 
the market closes come the pinch- 
faced, spindly legged children who 
search the refuse for food. Also 
elder chiffoniers with sticks. 

They sort through the cast-off 
fruits, vegetables and other odd- 
ments to refurbish and re-sell for 
the pot-au-feu of the Paris slums. 
Next in interest among the lotal] 
marts, I think, is the Flea Market, 
so called because of its filth, and 
held twice weekly near one of the 
eastern gates. 

From a casual glance the Flea 
Market seems to be a field with 
piles of abandoned junk and debris. 
It is mostly that, for one indeed 
may actually barter there for sec- 
ond-hand tooth-brushes. Yet out 
of its jinkle-jumble treasure hunt- 
ers have come upon rare and au- 
thenticated antiques—the loot of 
thieves. 

Too, there is the Marche Tabac 
once a week at Place Market. Here 
the tatterdemalion gutter scav- 
engers exchange, buy and sell col- 
lections of cigar and cigarette 
stubs. Ends of American cigar- 
ettes, incideetally, bring the very 
highest prices—a sou for about a 
hatful. Ge

GOLD PLATE MEALS 
EASY TO. PREPARE 


Boon to Tired Housekeepers; 
Relished by Family at End | 
of a Hot Day. 


Cold plate meals prove a ready 
aid in stimulating jaded appetites, 
and are a boon to busy housekeep- 
era, especially those who combine 


an outside job with their house- 
keeping duties and have dinner to 
prepare at the end of a hot day 
spent in the office. They may be 
composed of meat, fish, vegetables 
or fruit, depending on the type of 
meal to be served. Just now we 
can think of few things more ap- 
pealing on a hot late July night 
than a fruit club plate dinner. We 
are more accustomed to the meat- 
fish-vegetable idea. which very 
fact makes a‘fruit plate that more 
welcome. 
Fruit Pilate Dinner. 

Fruit is to be had in such a 
good array this time of year that 
it is a simple thing to plan an ap- 
petizing variety. However it must 
be remembered that fruit, good as 
It-is, hasn't much of a “staying” 
quality and that some protein food 
must be supplied in addition to 
make a well balanced meal. Cheese 
or nuts, or both for that matter, 
combine well with fruit and are 
best used with it. 

Cheese and Fruit. 

In the center of the plate ar- 
range a mound of well seasoned, 
creamy cottage cheese with a der 
pression in the center filled with 
sugared, chilled red raspberries; 
around the cheese arrange a ripe 
banana, peeled, cut in quarters, 
spread lightly with mayonnaise 
and rolled in chopped pecan nuts; 
a slice of ripe pineapple cut in 
quarters and sprinkled with pow- 
dered sugar; a bunch of seedless 
green grapes, well chilled; and six 
or eight ,.large sweet cherries. 
Berve wholewheat muffins or bread 
and butter sandwiches with this 
and a hot beverage—tea, coffee, 
er chocolate. This makes a de- 
lightfully informal dinner for a 
hot night and has the advantage 
ef serving as main course, salad 
and dessert all at one time. 

Vegetable Plate. 
A cold vegetable plate has as a 
center motif, a chilled, peeled to- 
mato stuffed with cottage cheese 
mixed with chopped nuts, diced 
celery, salt, pepper and a little 
lemon juice. A spoonful of potato 
salad on one side, half a dozen 
Stalks of chilled cooked asparagus 
garnished with mayonnaise, a Iiet- 
tuce leaf filled with sliced cucum- 
bers and radishes, and a large 
spoonful of cole slaw made from 
new cabbage seasoned with sour 
eream dressing finishes the plate 
and provides a symphony of cool 
colors surrounding the scarlet of 
the tomato. Blueberry muffins or 
biscuits with this, a hot beverage, 
and plain fruit or dessert, or a 
tapioca and fruit combination, and 
again you have a wholesome, nu- | 
tritious and decidedly attractive | 
meal, 
Fish Pilate. 

Canned salmon or tuna fish is 
always convenient to use for a cold 
fish plate, and when masked with 
mayonnaise, garnished with strips 
of green pepper and pickled beet 
and surrounded with potato ball 
salad, sliced cucumbers, celery 
hearts, and string beans marinated 
in French dressing—could any- 
thing be better when the tempera- 
ture is in the “heated nineties?” 
Jellied pears—if you have time to 
make a dessert early in the day— 
or chilled melon with a dash of 
lemon make a fitting dessert. And 
again, as the meal is cold, pro- 
vided a hot beverage as an aid to 
digestion. 


Cookies, 

One cup of butter, one cup of 
sugar, one egg, one teaspoon of va- 
nilla, half a teaspoon of soda dis- 
solved in a little water. Use only 
enough flour to rall the cookies 
very soft. Cut in shapes and bake 
in a quick oven.

Most of the time there is nothing 
better for warm weather desserts 
than fresh fruit, yet there are

ALNUTRITION, a term Ge- 

scribing the condition of those 

suffering from underdevelop- 
ment, underweight. poor muscle 
tone and anemia, was originally 
thought to he the result of eating 
insufficient or improper foods. 

While this ts largely true, nutri- 
tion should be understood as the 
resultant of the effects of the en- 
vironment on the individual—en- 
vironment being understood in its 
widest sense. 

According to this definition, mal- 
nutrition may be the result of in- 
adequate or improper food, insuf- 
ficient rest. inadequate exercise or 
of other disease conditions. — 

The value of this interpretation 
of nutritien can be particularly ap- 
preciated when we deal with mal- 
nourtshed children In whom the 
condition is more commonly the re- 
sult of the diseases of the nose and 
throat, bad teeth, inadequate rest, 
too nuch exercise and too heavy 
a school program, than the result 
of improper food. 

“Feeding up” the underweight 
child, therefore, does not always 
imply a more heavily laden plate. 
On the contrary, it may require 
feeding the child smaller meals at 
shorter intervals. 

Again, his underweight condition 
may. be remedied by the removal 
of his infected tonsils and enlarged 
adenoids. 
| Correcting defective vision, by 
means of properly fitted glasses, 
or lightening the study program by 
eliminating extra school activities 
may do the trick. Still further, 
iweight may be added by obliging 
the child to rest for an hour after 
school and going to bed eartier. 

In dealing with children, one 
should always bear in mind the 
emotional factor. An unhappy 
chiid, a child puzzled and distressed 
by the strained home circumstances 
which it may not understand, but 
nevertheless sense: a jealous child, 
one spoiled by too much affection, 
|or one suffering from negiect—~
